Dr Bliss’s Report. 
TO THE CONSULTING SURGBONS 

WatHINuUTON, July 7.—The following dispatch 

‘was seut by the surgeon in charge to two cousull- 
ing surgeons this afternoon: 

“EXECUTIVE Mansion, July 7.—During the past 
24 hours the president has continued to improve 
slowly, as wasauticipated. A slizhtrise of tem- 
perature and aslight increase in the frequency 
ofthe pulse occurred during the afternoon and 
evening. At6:50 p,m. the pulse was 104, temper- 
mature '00.6, respiration 23. But in accordance 
with this diurnal movement, both pulse and tem 
(erature were again diminished this morning 
and thowed some improvement. over yesterday at 
the sanf@ bour. At%a.m the pulse was ‘i, tem 
perature 99.1, respiration 23. We anticipate, of 
course, a sintilar movement for some days to come 
and so to‘day find af 1 p.m. pulse 100, tempere 
ature 100.8, respiratiow 23. Last evening at 9:50 
a quarter of a grain of morphia sulphat2 was 
administered bypodermically, aud the presi- 
dent tlept very well during the wight. In adci 
iion to chicken broth and albumen he had yes- 
terday afierooon a small quautity of scraped 
beef tenderloin, which, bowever, he did not 
relish very mucb. This morning. he is 
dakiog oatmeal gruel and milk at 
vntervals of two hours with relish. Yellowishness

The Case Diagnosed. 
DR. ROBERT REYBURN’S VIEWS. 

WasHINGTON. July 7.~—Dr. Robert Reyburn, 
one of the attending physicians of the presideut, 
a gentleman whose medical and surgical skill is 
unquestioned, and who is one of the best pathol- 
ogists in the district, gives the following diagno- 
sis of the premdent’s case: 
“We are now watching the sy.nptoms and 
treating them as they arise. I cauno, say what 
will be done an hour in advance. The ouly pain 
of which Mr.Garfieid‘complains is that in his feet, 
coming probabiy frém some derangement of the 
nervous system by the bullet. This is met and 
the pain allayed by the administration of ano- 
dynes, but this is done with great cau 
tion lest it shonid be overdone, and 
the digestive apparatus thrown into 
disorder. The morphine used all been ad 
ministered by hypodermic injection. The patient 
is well nourished. At first a small quantity of 
champagne was administered, but he stood the 
shock so wel! that this was at once abandoned, 
avd now the only substance introduced into the 
stomach is milk diluted with lime water. This 
will be continued for sometime. Heis a mag~ 
nificent patient. I was just about to say it isa 
pleasure to have such a one, but of course I do 
not mean that. He has never from the first lost 
his pluck and fortitude. He is suffering, but not 
to any great extent, from the direct effect of the 
wounds but his chief pain,as he says, is in the feet. 
Many patients in a similar position would find 
fault with the treatment or lose heart and bring 
on symptoms which it would be difficult to treat, 
but Mr. Garfield is a host of physicians in himself. 
He sleeps by naps, and is getting plenty of re- 
freshing restin that wey. Whatever the doctors 
decide to do, he submits to it without even as<- 
ing why and wherefore. We have shut out the 
rush to his room, and, fond as he is of company, 
he submits. Why, even his children are not 
permitted to see him as freely as either he or they 
would like; but he sends them pleasant mersages 
aud bids them look forward as he is doing, to a 
near reunion. Of course, he is relieved entirely 
{from business cares, but his mind is as clear 
and strong as it has ever been. Our plan, as 
I said, is first to watch the symptoms very 
closely and be ready to check any 
which we think will work harm. Every hour 
that we keep doing this his chances of recovery 
are increasing, for nature is all the time going on 
with her work. There is no attempt to expedite 
this movement. The outer lips of the wound are 
kept from uniting, so thatif there is any gather 
ing of pus it may be drawn out by drainage tubes 
and not find its way into the eavity of the abdo- 
men. Our greatest anxiety now is about the in- 
flammation of the lining of the intestinal cavity. 
Tiere will be, of course, acertain amount of in- 
fammation that is neccessary to a cure; but anti- 
septics are employed, and we are geting on finely. 
The day has been a very warm and 
trying one, but the reom is large and 
is well aired and the patient does not 
feel at all oppressed. He was at the very first in- 
formed by Dr, Bliss that he was in a very critical 
condition, and he has never been misied as to 
his position and his chatices for life and death; 
but his strong will power is asserting iteelf, and 
there has not been a singie visitor to the sick 


room, I dare say, who has been more confident of 
his ultimate recovery than the patient himself. 
He has never given any outward sign that he bad 
any other hope than that of a speedy recovery. 
Mis. Garfield, too, has been a wonderful help iu 
keeping his attention fixed on the cheery side. 
We shall not probe for the bullet any more. 
There is no necessity for it. We knew where it 
is and the course it has taken, and any manipula- 
tion or ‘the introduction of instruments 
would be attended almost to a certainty with 
fatal results. Our first care is the repression 
of any undue inflammation; the bullet we can at- 
tend to later with comparative ease and safety, 
It lies in the iower part or lobe of the liver, and 
is out of harm's way to some extent. We are par- 
ticularly watching the effect of the wound on the

“What is your explanation of the wound, doc- 
tor?’’ 

“‘in my beliéf the ball was deflected by a rib, 
and struck a powerful, hard muscle called the 
guadratus lumborum, a@ great square muscle, oue 
of the most solid in the body, which binds the 
pelvis to the trunk, the ball coming into contact 
with this muscle, and already glancing downwaig 
toward the course or groove of a muscle called 
the psoas muscle, whieh runs down the front of 
the body toward the groin, holding the ribs and 
the spinal column forward. If my ideas are cor 
rect the ball has not torn the peritoneum at all, 
nor do I seethat any péritonitis has been devel- 
oped in the patieat.”’ 

“What is peritonitis’”’ 

“Tt is the inflammation of a sack which in- 
closes the entrails,and the liver also, and the 
stomach and abdominai parts. It is like the 
stain on your lip, a membrane. If torn it con- 
gests, aod makes internal inflammation. Now, 
Garfield has none of its symptoms. His urise is 
not bloody; he does not have biljous vomit. I 
believe the ball lodged back of the abdomicsal 
sac, probably it has. ut the livera little, passing 
not through it but along the posterior part of it. 
Death foliowsa rupture of certain blood vessels on 
the tearing away of some of the nervous centers; 
but Garfield does not bleed as if the first occurred, 
and never could have been moved from the 
depot one hour afte being sbdt had the nerve- 
center beén greatly disturbed. He has had no re 
action of a nervous character siace. He is a 
eheerful man,not a fever-making patient. There 
fore, 1 look for him to recover."’

That will not kill him 
There wil: probably be thrown around it encyst- 
ed lymph, which will lose it. After he gets up 
and recovers, if necessary, the ballecan be cut 
for.

Simonton’s Error and Gladstone's Cor- 
rection. 

Lonpon, July 7.—A special dispatch from New 
York says Mr. Gladstone is criticized by suggest~ 
ingin the house of commond that the shooting 
of President Garfield was the result of a political 
conspiracy. Mr. Gladstone made no such sugges 
tion publicly, nor so far as known here privately. 
What he did say in the house of commons on 
Monday in resporse to Sir Stafford Northcote’s 
inquiry whether the goverament could commus 
nicate anything touching the ter ibleand atro- 
cious crime wassimp’y that he could not be 
surprisei thata question should be asked in 
regard to the outrage, the character of 
which was such as to attribute the attention of 
the whole civilized world. and which so greatly 
affects the feeling and welfare of a nation not 
only friendiy to England, but growing more 
friendly yearly. 

A Talk with Cyrus W. Field, 

New York, July 7.—The New York Tribune 
gives an interesting talk which Mr. Cyrus W. 
Field had with President Garfield last week at 
Long Branch. We quote from Mr. Field: 

*‘In the course of our conversation I asked him 
frankly whom he preferred should be sent to the 
senate by the New York legislature. His reply 
was: ‘Any two good republicans upon whom the 
legislature can agree.’ I then asked if he were 
willing that the two ex-senators should be re- 
turned. He said: ‘No, I should not like to have 
them come bac« to quarrel with the administra- 
tion’s policy, and they certainly would do so if 
they received a vivdication of their constituents 
at home. The administration does not intend to 
quarrel with any man, and you may be assured 
thatany other two men ia your state will be ac 
ceptable.’ I then asked himif he was in favor 
of Mr. Depew, and he said that he was, and in 
favor of any one whom the state should send, ex 
cept the two ex-senators: that besides them he 
had no preferences.”’ 

Mr. Fieid was asked what effect the assassina- 
tion would produce on the country’s cr.dit 
abroad 

“It all depends upon the assassin,’’ he replied, 
‘If itis learned that be is really insane, it will 
work us no harm, forevery person is liabie to 
become the victim of an insane person.”’ 

‘‘But what if it be proved that there was a con- 
spiracy’’’ 

‘In that case, every person in the remotest way 
copnected with it will be forever ruined: but it 
cannot be that there was more than the one 
scoundrel in the terrible crime. Were it thought 
in Europe that it was a conspiracy, and that Gui- 
teau was merely the tool of scheming politicians, 
it would produce a feeling of distrust against this 
nation that could never be removed.”’ 

“If President Garfield dies, what will be the 
effect on the finances of the country?’’ 

““Artbur's actions would decide that at once. 
If he dissolves the present cabinet and adheres 
blindly to his present friends, the result will cer- 
taiuly be disastioug He hasan opportunity—in 
the event of Garfield's death —never before given 
to arly man, But to improve it he must continue 
the wise, statesmaniike policy of his predecessor. 
If he does this, he will become the greatest bene- 
facvor of this or any age.”’

FACTS FOR AND AGAINST THE THEORY

A. Bryan, It bas been discovered that the Bryan 
who sent this money order is the city solicitor of 
the Equiteble Life insurence company of New 
York City, and that the $25 was sent in paymen 
of some service performed by Guitean for the 
company here in Washington. 


Geiteau’s Cousin. 

Sr. Louss, July 7.—Harry C. Guiteau, a cousin 
ofthe man who attempted to kill the president, 
is a conductor of the [ron Mountain railroad, ari 
stands high with the officers of that road as a 
steady, industrious, intelligent man. In aa in- 
terview with the reporter he said the surround- 
ings, of Charles J. Guiteau were always cf the 
most pleasant, and he was given a fine education 
and brought up among the best in- 
fluences, his father being careful in 

rainjng up his family; never in 

the history of the family had there been a cloud 
over its name, and so far as he knew there had 
never been a case of insanity or even a2 eccen- 

tricity, except in the case of his cousin. Ue knew 
that bis consin was possessed of peculiarities and 
while the family hed mcptioncd them it always 
appeared AD unpleasart sydject, especially to his 
father. The son from an early 
time had possessed peculiar religions 
belief, and was constantly wanting to lecture or 
engage in speech-making, but was never encour 

aged by the father. The son frequently wrote to 
his father, endeavoring to persuade him to join 
the Oneida community, an organigation Charles 
was a great believer in, and at one time con. 
nected with. But the father p id no attention to 
the request.

Real Lunatics 
WITH A PASSION TO MURDER PROMINENT PEO- 
PLE 

WasHINGToN, July 7.—Insanity appears to be 
ia the air here, and every lunatic in the neighber- 
hood seems to feel himself invested with a spec 
mission to kili somebody in high plece. No less 
than three of these crazy would-be slaughterers 
have turned up in Washington, and the returns 
are potallin yet. 

The first to make his appearance wasan indi- 
vidual singled out, in his mind, to wreak ven- 
geance on the stalwarts Hearrived at che front 
coor of an aristocratic mansion on K street, and 
when, in response toa violent ringing of the 

,door- bell, the servant-girl put inan appearance 
he announced that he was an administratio: 
man, and had come there to slay Vice-President 
Arthuf, who, he had be:n informed, was then 
stopping in the house. The gir!, alarmed, hastily 
slammed the door in his face; but before she 
could rouse the household he had walked off and 
disappeared. Information of the occurrence apd 
a description of the man was promptly lodged at 
the police station, but the poiice have not yet got 
on his track. 

The second lunatic came on the scene shortly 
afier. He dropped into the police headquartes; 
where ope or two of the officars were drowsy 
the noon heat away, and aroused them from their 
slumbers with the startling announcement that 
the spirit of God had instracted him to come to 
Washington and kill Secretary Blaine. A couple 
of officers jumped to their feet and laid hold of 
him, seeing he was crazed. Oa sea:ching 
him two half bricks were found iu 
his coat  pockeis, and a § su:picious 
buigicg out of his breast, which on¢ 
of the officers thouzht indicated the presence of a 
gun, was found on search to be caused by the 
presence there of au old pair of socks tightly 
wrapped up, He was talkative—said his name 
was McNamara; that he wasa native of Ireland; 
had been ordered to kill Queen Victoria, Genera: 
Grant and Secretary Blaine. He claimed to be a 
spiritualist, aud said his orders came from the 
same source as Guiteau’s. He thought if he was 
only placed in the same call with the latter 
he could get him'to reveal his accomplices, He 
belonged in Philadelphia, he said, and worked in 
Baldwin’s locomotive factory. He had been at 
work there on Saturday, when the spirits ordered 
bim here, and he was in such a hurry he walked 
all the way. His appearance (that of a tired-out 
tramp) bore out his assertion, as far as the walk 
ing from Philadelphia was concerned. 

Shortly after midnight the third lunatic came 
tothe front. It was atthe white house, where 
the presence of two companies of rég- 
ular troops and a cordon of po- 
lice was supposed to have secured the 
inm.tes from intrusion. A well dressed, full- 
bearded man of about forty years of age entered 
the house, having in some mysterious manner 
passed the guards without acard of admission 
He sent up a card to Private Sscretary Brown, on 
which was the name ‘‘Bell,’’ and the words ‘‘Ur- 
gent business,’’ Brown didi not make his appear 
ance forafew minutes, during which time the 
man strode up aad down the _  ~portico 
with animpatient air.

Waldrop had been seen near the fatal spot 
about the time of the outrege. The im- 
press of the teeth corresponded with the 
teeth of Waldrop The dogs were carried 
to the spot, and from there be was traced 
until near Hogansville, in this state, he 
was captured, and it was found that he had 
blood upon his clothes. The sheriff of 
Heard county held a warrant against him 
for some offense he had committed before 
he left this state, and lodged him in 
the Franklin jail last Saturday 
night, the day he was captured. Wal 
drop confessed killing the woman, saying 
that he thought she was the woman who 
swore against him when be was tried upon 
a criminal charge, but denied having rav 
ished her.

THE STATE CAPITOL. 


TALKS WITH PROMINENT SENATORS 


Who Generally Agree that the Time Has Oome 
When the State Should House Its L-gis~ 
lature in a More Suitable Building, 


And Will Vote That Way. 


Yesterday « Constitution reporter con: 
yersed with a number of state senators op 
the subject of a new capitol and the pros- 
pects of getting one. The reporter was 
considerably surprised to find a large pro- 
portion of senators with very fixed ideas on 
the subject, leading to the conclusion that 
they have devoted much of their time toa 
careful study of the matter. Out of proba- 
biv a dozen with whom the reporter con- 
versed all, with only one exception, were 
in favor of taking immediate steps to 8e- 
cure a capitol befitting the dignity of Geor 
gis as the empire state of the new south 
It is evident that some d: finite action will 
be taken at this session ‘and that before 
months the handsome 
tol which Georgia has always 
needed, always wished for, but 
never possessed, will be in course of erec- 
tion. The general feeling appeared to be 


many 


massive strength and worthy to be banded 
down to posterity, will be erected. Just 
what such a building would cost has been 
variously estimated. President Boynton 
thinks from six hundred thousand to eight 
bundred thousand do!lars. Mr.McWhorter, 
of the 19th, thinks that with the use of 
convicts the state could secure a capitol that 


lay of not exceeding $500,000 in actual 
money. Below are presented some opin- 
ions as expressed by the senators with 
whom the reporter conversed: 

President Boynton—I think a new capitol 
should be built and that we should begin 
at once to secure its erection. This session 
of the legislature should make an appro- 
priation of a hundred thousaud or a 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars and 


each succeeding legislature should make an 
appropiiation and gradually secure to us a 
pood capitol without forcing the burden 
op the people at any one time. The Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia railroad will 
soon open up marble beds and the state 
has abundant granite quarries, A portion 
of the convict force should be put to work 
at once getting out material for the capi 
tol, andin a few years Georgia will havea 
good capitol at a cost not exceeeding, in 
my judgment, $800,000, and I think sbe 1s 
abie to build it without calling on Atlanta 


given us. 

Senator McWhorter—Ten years ago | 
urged the general assembly to take one 
hundred Jor g term convicts who were best 
fitted for such work and put them under 
the charge of expert masons and rock 
workers and put them io work quarrying 
out elther granite or marble, and with 1i 
build us a good, substantial and handsome 
capitol. I tavored hiring out 
the remainder of the convicts 
at a price sufficient to pay 
the expenses of the 100kept by the state, 
and iv that way we would have secured 4 
capitol by this time without having felt 
the cost. I thought then that I was right, 
and I now knuw thatI wae. The general 
assembiy declined to fullow out my idea, 
and ax the pavie came soon after, I was op; 
posed to any further action from then until 
now. I think now, however, that the time 
has come to begin the work, but we sbould 
still take itgradually aod not prove a heavy 
burden upon the people. for they could 
not bear it, and I want it to be understoed 
by them that I do not advise building the 
capitol ina day or a year, but in years, 
Let us begin ou snch a basis ag we will not 
be ashamed of. Let this legislature make 
an @ppropriation such as will at least lay 
the foundauen within a year, and then let 
such annual appiopriations be made ag 
willcomplete the buiiding in five years 
l would say eveo now to uss convicts if 
we can get them, for it will 
save us much money todoso. The build; 
ing onght to cost not Jess than a _miliion 
dollars, but with econviets we can save half 
of that. Take the convicts, put experts 
over them, goto work with them gradually 
to build acapitol and ina few years we 
will have one that will reflect credit on the 
state and the gost will hardly befelt. Ags 
tu Atianta’s position in the matter I think 
she hasdone berduty wel] She hasalways 
Leen willing and ready to do her part and no 
complaint can be lodged against her. Od 
the contrary she is entitled to the fullest 
measure 0! praise That is onereason why 
I have pot pressed the capitol question 
sooner, but now everything is ripe for it 
and I think some action will be taken by 
this session, which will lead to the erection 
of the much desired building: 

Senator Westbrook—I think a special 
committee from t'e legislature should be 
appointed at once to confer with a similar 
committee from the city council and 
the joint committee should visit Milledge- 
ville and re-assess the old capitol building, 
which our committee of last session assess 
éd at $85,000. The joint committee would 
arrive at a conclusion which could but give 
universal satisfaction, and when that is 
done the present legislature should appro- 
priate $1,500,000 or $2000,000 to the 
building of a capitol. and forever settle the 
question and give the people a rest on the 
subject. It will save the state money in 
the end and I am in favor of going at it at 
once. 

Senator Hawes—lI think we should go 
ahead and build a newcapitol, but I see no 
necessity fora new asse:sment on the old 
capitol property. 

Senator Wi'son—I am in favor of a new 
capitol. The present capitol don’t suit us 
It is safe, as a buiiding, and | take no stock 
in the cry against it on that account 
particularly. But we ought to look to 
comfort. Last session the members suf- 
fered greatly from sickness, aud that old 
capitol was at the bottom of it. I think 
we can get a suitable building for less 
than a million dollars by using the convictg, 
and we will soon have some 250 of them 
from the Marietta and North Georgia rail 
road. 

Sevator Treadweli—I agree with Senator 
Wilson with whom you have just been 
conversing. We need a capitol and must 
have one. 

Senator Butt—I am for a new capitol. 
Wty should we swelter bere for the bene- 
fit ot posterity. What bas posterity done 
for us that we shouid do so much for pos- 
terity? . 

Senator Byrd—Ii think we ought to take 
sieps at once toward building a new capi 
tol by appointing a committee to be associa 
ted with the governor toask for plans and 
let out contracts, 80 thatthe work may be 
begun at once. We have already enough 
money on hand to begin with. Such a 
capitol as we i eed cannot be built in a year, 
but will require neariy ten years. Let the 
‘work be laid out for that time atid the 
money cau be raised as itis needegj fy 
should be built of Georgia merpie and 
Georgia granite, and should jot cost less 
than $500,000 nor more thay, a million. I 
think that @ proper gppropriation should 
be made by this s€ssion of the legislature 
for the commencement of the work, 

Senator Giierry—I am opposed to a new 
capitol. 4 think the lunatic asylum and 
educational interests deserve our attention 
for the present,

A Correction of W. H. Sparks. 

Epitors ConstTITUTION: —Having read the 
sketches by Colonel W, H. Sparks, of the 
Hon. John Forsythin your issue of May 
7th, and of Hon, Dancan G, Campbell iu 
your issue of the 30th ultimo, as a descen- 
dant of the latter gentleman I respectfully 
ask the favor, through your columns, to 
correct some important errors that the ven- 
erable author has, unintentionally no 
doubt, committed, In his sketch of Mr, 
Forsyth, in your paper of May ih, Mr. 
Sparks says: 

Mr. Forsyth’s course in congress had given 
offense to many of his old party friends, and in 
lé.7, When he became a candidate for governor, 
G. M. Troup apd many others were opposed to his 
election. Matthew Talbot was the opposing can- 
didate, and probably wouid have been successful 
in defeating Forsyth but he died, and immediate 
ly Duncan G, Campbell was announced, and 
public sentiment indicated bis election, but he, 
too, upen the eve of the eleciion died, and without 
opposition Mr. Forsyth was chosen. 

in his sketch of Dancan G. Campell, o 
June 30th, referring to the same subject, he 
also says: 

In 1828, John Forsyth was a eandidate for gov- 
ernor, and was op by Matthew Talbot. Fal 
bot died anterior to the election, and his part 
pominated Colonel Campbell. Part spirit had 
abaied materially in the state. Mr. Forsyth had 
given offense to bis’ party, and it was lukewarm 
in his support, and many of the most influential 
of his party had determine‘ not to suppert him. 
Colonel) Cempbell was quite acceptable to these 
men, and it was almost assured in the public es- 
timation that Colonel Campbell would be chosen 
governor. On the 2\th of July, 1828, he was taken 
sick of a fever, of which he died on the 30th of the 
month.

Here it will be perceived that Mr. Sparks 
thakes Mr. Forsyth a candidate for governor 
in 1828, when the election actually took 
place on the first Mondsy. which was also 
the first day ofgOctober, 1827. Forsyth was 
elected and took the oath of office on the 
first rats November following. Mr.

exclusive. To the liberal da ingenuous, my 
apology will be sufficient; and to exactions, 
merely capricious, 1 am cot bound to conform, 
As to the honor which was intended me was high 
and distinguished, tue impression which it has 
made is permanentiand grateful. 

Between whomsoever the competition may be 
continued, I cannot forbear the expression of a 
hope that it may be free from the strife and as- 
perity heretofore manifested, and which are a 
“reproach to any people.”’

This letter was first published in the 
Washington, Ga., News, and was copied by 
all of the other papers io the state. The 
opponeots to Colonel Forsyth immediately 
held couventions and nominated the veoer- 
able and honorable Matthew Talbot as their 


No sooner had the nomination been gener 
ally known ,and accepted, than the sad in- 
telligence of the sudden death of Mr. Tal 
bot was announced. He died at his home, 
in Wilkes county, on September 17th, after 
an iliness of only three days, and one 
month and ten days after his nomination 
for governor, which was made by the first 
county meeting, on August 7th, 

The Hon. Edward F. Tatna)! having re- 
signed his seat in congress he was pomi- 
nated by many, counties in place of the 
lamented Talbot; but the election being so 
near at hand it was only partially known 
that there was an opponent to Mr. Forsyth, 
hence he was elected almast without oppo- 
sition. 

Colonel Campbell served the county of 
Wilkes in the legislature from 1819 to 1826 
He died on the ist of July, 1828. It was 
a singular, though sad, occurrence that 
four men who were so honored in the state; 
and prominent in the same party, namely: 
John M. Dooly, Matthew Talbot, Freeman 
Walker, and Duncan G Campbell should 
have died s) near the same time. 

I make these corrections trom no spirit 
of captiousness, nor with any disposition to 
appear disrespectful to Colouel Sparks, but, 
altogether, that the truth of history may 
be vindicated and that tho actual facts in 
the life of an ancestor may appear, and I 
am certain that I have given them cor 
rectly, Joan C, BUTLER, 
Macon, Ga., July 1, 1881.
